DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 5, 7-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the use of a projection lens formed of a front lens 
group and a rear lens group arranged in that order from a screen side to an image plane 
side, the rear lens being movable in the direction of the optical axis and the rear lens 
group also having an aperture stop being eccentric with respect to a common optical 
axis of the front and rear lens groups.
